News, indicted: by a grand jury in the 
District of Clumbia on the charge of 
criminal libel in publishing- intima- 
tions that there was enormous'"graft" 
in the purchase of the Panama canal 
by the ynited States. 


At the request of Federal Attorneys 


McNamaara and Miller, ^Tudge Ander- 
son continued the case'until'Oct. 11 
to permit the prosecution to introduce 
as witnesses Frank H. Hitchcock, 
former chairman of the Republican 
national committee; Norman E. Mack, 
chairman of the Democratic national 
committee; George B. Cortelyou, cer- 
' tain members of the office staff of .T. 
•P. Morgan & Co. and certain offi- 
cers of various departments of the 
government at Washington. 


The defense protested against a 


continuance, saying that the govern- 
ment should have been . prepared by 
this time to submit all its evidence. 
The court at first seemed to approve, 
but on a statement by the opposing 
counsel as to what it was expected 
to prove by the new witnesses, the 
court decided to hear the further evi- 
dence.

Philadelphia, June 3.—One police- 


man shot and probably fatally injured, 
nearly a hundred 
persons 
bruised 


and battered either by policemen or 
strike sympathizers, and cars wrecked 
and then burned, is the result of an 
attempt on the part of the Philadel- 
phia Rapid Transit company to oper- 
ate their cars last night by imported 
strike-breakers. 


The point at which the most serious 


rioting occurred is known as the Ken- 
sington Mill district. 
In this section 


of the city there lives nearly every 
nationality, the foreign element pre- 
dominating. 


When the traction company an- 


nounced that cars would be run last 
night nearly all the storekeepers in 
the Kensington district, knowing the 
temper of the residents there, closed 
their stores promptly at 6 o'clock. As 
one car after another left 
the 
car 


barn, crowds stood on the streets in 
sullen silence. 


Finally a hoy cried "scab" and im- 


mediately he was pursued by a po- 
liceman who was riding on a car. As 
the officer started for the youth the 
crowd closed in upon him and so 
quickly was this done that he was un- 
able to draw his revolver. 
This wea- 


pon is believed to have been the same 
revolver with which Policeman Levy 
was shot a few minutes later. 


The fire which had been smoulder- 


Ing nov/ burst into a flame of fury. 
The objective point was Allegheny 
avenue, and in less than half an hour 
seven cars were wrecked, 'five being 
completely demolished and burned. 
The police officials were powerless at 
the moment to combat the mob, but a 
riot call brought half a hundred blue- 
coats to the scene and the crowd was 
driven hack. 
But the damage had 


been done and there was little need 
of the preservers of peace so long as 
no attempt v;as made to run cars from 
the barn. 


While this serious disturbance was 


m progress in the northeastern sec- 
tion of the city, there were incipient 
riots at three other car barns. 
Th<; 


crowd grew menacing when at attempi 
was made to run cars from the down- 
town barns and a policeman who en- 
deavored to quell the disturbance was 
ducked in a water-trough. Twenty- 
five plain clothes men and policemen 
were rushed to the scene on a specia. 
trolley and after the cars were run 
back into the barn there was nc' 
further trouble. 


The rioting in West 
Philadelphia 


was also caused by the attempt to take 
out cars.

If you had been in the neighborhood of Coney Island about a 


month ago, you would have been treated to a rare sight—a blindfold- 
ed man piloting a vessel from three miles tmt in the sea to the Am- 
brose Channel Lightship, In the neighborhood of America's, greatest 
amusement place. 
They don't often blindfold pilots in and around 


New York's harbor. There's a reason in this Instance. 


The pilot was experimenting with a new safety device for the 


marine, a sunken bell, the sound of which is audible at a distance 


of over eighteen miles. The bell, which is attached to a case and 
operatetKby compressed air, is suspended by davits over the side of 
the vessel, the strokes being automatically controlled. 


The receiving apparatus, by which the sound of The bell travel- 


ing beneath Ihe water is made audible to the pilot, consists of two 
small tanks, fastened to the "skin" of the boat. Each.tank contains 
two microphones. When a sound wave projected by a submarine 
bell strikes against the side of a vessel equipped with, the receiv- 
ing device, ihe microphones catch it, from whence it is carried by 
wires to a battery box, which supplies the power. From there the 
sound is transmitted to an indicator, shaped somewhat like a clock. 
This is fastened to the wall of the pilot house.. Bar pieces similar to 
those attached to a telephone, apprise the pilot of the direction of the 
sound waves. By means of a switch either the port or starboard 
microphone can be connected with the receiving ear pieces. Thus by 
the sound of the bell three miles distant this blindfolded pilot directs 
his vessel as surely as though he were watching his course. 


The microphone is a very sensitive instrument, and any submar- 


ine sound that strikes it is amplified. The approach of a school of 
fish produces a very distinct humming sound on the apparatus, and 
men who have conducted experiments, assert that they can tell by it 
just what species are in the neighborhood. Of course allowances must 
be made here for the natural exaggeration of the enthusiasts.

for United States Coast Defense 


Washington, June ::.—A fleet of air- 


ships for the proioction of the Allan- 
tic ccast is proj-iiisr-il 1;>- (jen. Alien, 
chief ol' the signal corps of the ar- 
my, ar.d -.spoil cnlore i?si:cd loday Ly 
Secretary Dickinson, lie is prepari;:;; 
plsns for aid. a Hoot, am! intends tu 
ask Congress at its ;;exi session 10 
appropriate therefor. 
Ho has not yci 


settled upon the number cf airships 
he will ask for. nor has he estimated 
the cosi. 


The plan will involve ihe construc- 


tion of balloon stations and aeroplane 
sheds with ihe necessary shops 
a; 


points along the roast. 
At leasi one 


such station would ho nn the Massa- 
chusetts cor.si. and perha-os o n e ' o n 
the Maine coast. 


This is the first great t:ien toward 


Ihe use of balloons in warfare by the 
Unite;! States government, ar.d was in 
a measure the.outcome of the remark- 
able performance of Count Zeppelin 
a few days ago. when the German av- 
iator demonstrated the possibilities of 
aerial navigation. 


The work of making ihe plan has 


been turned over to Maj. George 0. 
Squiers of the signal corps, one of the 
army's foremost aeronautical experl? 
and a man of wide 
experience 
with 


balloons and aeroplanes. 


So far the plan is 
tentative, ar.d 


will protably not be outlined for sev- 
eral weeks. 
The balloon houses, at 


intervals from Maine to Florida, will 
be about SHO miles apart, according to 
the preliminary ideas of the expei-is. 
this being considered a safe limit of 
flight endurance for airships of the 
present day. At each station there will 
be groups of two and possibly three 
of these balloon houses, so that, if an 
airship 
from one station 
makes 
its 


way to another, there will be a place 
for storing and taking care of if. 


The coast will be divided into zones 


and airships will be assigned to each 
zone. 
The zone will extend a speci- 


fied distance seaward from each sta- 
tion. 


It is not. the present intention to use 


airships as fighting craft, 
and 
the 


plans do not contemplate the devel- 
opment of strategical tacHics for con- 
flict. 
The idea is that the most ef- 


ficient and useful work of the air- 
ship is to go scouting at sea and fly 
back to shore to give the alarm wheu 
a fleet of the'enemy is sighted. 


Should the enemy send up airships 


.from the ships, the land balloon bat- 
icries will be supposed to take care 
of them. The balloon stands will be 
placed as near the coast defences of 
the coast artillery as is deemed prac- 
ticable.
